the sto ry o f a great natio n struggling 
to restrict the ex tensio n o f Hie great 
w ar and ano ther natio n try ing at o nce 
to please a po werful friend and a t the 
sam e tim e suppo rt an ally .

NEW YORK, Feb. 22—One of the 
most conspicuous and venerable fig­ 
ures in baseball passed when Tim 
M urnane died recently. 
The snow- 
white m ustache and hair of the vet­ 
eran baseball editor of the Boston 
Globe, his booming voice and his in­ 
spiring personality were 
points 
at 
baseball gatherings never to be for­ 
gotten. 
M urnane’s death will be mourned 
generally 
by 
baseball 
players—not 
only in the majors, but in the sm aller 
circuits. 
From the days when he left 
his position on the field to take up 
the task of w riting his views on the 
national game and heading a baseball 
league, Murnane valiantly fought for 
the players’ cause. No cause was too 
deeply involved, nothing too strong 
for the veteran to undertake. 
M urnane started as a famous ball 
player. He was a member of the Ath­ 
letics, 
who toured Europe in 18 74. 
Later he was a member of the H art­ 
ford team and at one tim e managed 
and played first base for the Boston 
Union team. 
Murnane had the reputation of hav­ 
ing discovered more players who made 
good as stars than any other man in 
baseball. 
Among 
his 
finds 
were: 
Chick Stahl, Billy Nash, Ed Crane, 
Hugh Duffy, Tommy McCarty, Charlie 
Ferrell, 
Mike Slattery, and 
M artin 
Sullivan. 
M urnane left the diamond in 18 8 6 to 
become baseball editor of tiie Boston 
Globe and he never left his position 
there until death overtook him in a 
Boston theatre. 
He became famous 
as 
a 
w riter 
through many notable "beats” he was 
able to land for his paper. 
His stories 
were conspicuous during the trouble­ 
some days of the Brotherhood, for 
their clarity and truthfuln ess.
